our local schools and other educational agencies.

It would seem superfluous to ask the American people to j 


remember the fact that they have a public school system or to,

bespeak for our schools a larger share in the public interest. a -1" 
But when we consider the deplorable perccni- £:<=! ^f iTl^racy, 
not alone among the backward states of the south, but here in 
the north and middle west, where for a full century and more; 
the public school has admittedly constituted the bedrock upon 
which our political institutions are founded, it is indeed high 
time we are reminded lh.il it popu'-r education fail our whole 
scheme of government fails with it. 


In certain essential repecls the public schools of Ohio, and 


we presume the same will hold true of practically all our states, 


-HAVE NOT AS HIGH STANDARDS AS THEY HAD THIRTY, 


YEARS AGO. We do not mean by that that there have nptj 
been important advances made in the technique of teaching in | the coal mine 
that time nor that school room methods have not steadily im-j work next wee 
-proved in that time.

We do mean that the public schools have suffered per- 


ceptibly and measurably in public esteem within the past thirty 
ye«rs. 
We do mean that education does npt hold the position 


in the public mind that it held then. We mean that the school 
teacher is not the social nor spiritual nor cultural factor in com- 
munity life that he was then. We mean that compared with the 
position the country and 'city school occupied thirty years ago in 
the estimation of all the people a most serious change in public 
attitude has taken place, a ciia-ge which if not corrected with- 
in the next decade will occasion j;rave doubt concerning the per- 
petuity oFour institutions as bequeathed to us by our fathers. 


The above paragraph is no inflammatory utterance. It is 


no fire bell statement ca1 ulated to amuse the pessimist nor to 
encourage the enemies of our moat sacred institutions. It is a 
sober fact which every man who has been .engaged in school 
work for the past decade and who -is thirty-five years or more 
of age will sanction. It is one of the most clearly marked signs 
of the times, which not to heed is to shut our eyes in the face if 
impending calamity. 
For five years our school teachers have stood on the brink' 


of economic starvation. For fully ten years prior to that they, 
wetfe shamefully underpaid because of a \period of steady and' 
uninterrupted inflation in all basic commodity prices.

have been engaged i&jpublic school work here in Coshocton city 
and county who could, with an equal expenditure of brain and 
nerve vitality, earn from fifty to 100 percent more than they 
have ever earned in the teaching profession.
